He Stole n Report From the Zloa Church
Trneteee and Lied About It,

Nowltochello had been looking forwnrd
for a week to tbo trial of tho Rov. Moses H.
Harris, pastor of tho ZIon Mothodist Church,
who was accusod of stealing certain papers
from tho Sunday school class room. Tho case
camo to trial thoro yesterday afternoon before
Justice of tho Poaco Stoves as presiding judge,
and associate judges Chll Justice Kronnnn
nrd Pwlco Justice Tlornoy nnd n jury of six
whlto men. Thero wore many colored people
present, whose s mpnthlos o ldontly wero with
the pastor. Mr. Charles F. OilTord, a member
of tho congregation, sworo positively thnt Pas-

tor Harris had stolen from him a certain docu-
ment. Charles P. Swan testified that the docu-
ment was a report of the Board of Church Trus-
tees. He ulso sworo that he had heard Pastor
Harris &ayhe hud it in his possession, nnd
w ould not gl o it up for 1U0. Presiding J adgo
btoves now left the bench and went on tho wit-
ness stand. Ho testified that tho pastor had
ulso told lilm ho had had the report in hi pos-
session. To a layman It scorned odd to see the
presiding judgo gUe testimony against the de-

fendant and afterwurd charge the jury.
When tho Judgo'a testimony was finished the

reverend prisoner took tho stnnd in his own
behalf. Ho is u venornblo colored man. with
gray hair and gray beard. He said:

"It is all amistake.andl nevorbad the paper
in my possession. If I did havo it, it must huvo
como along in some mysterious way. when I
didn't know anything nbout it. Tho report I
said I had was my own pastoral report."

Lawyer Charles H. Knox for tho prosecution
said tho report was written In rod ink. and
asked the pastor If ho did not romember having
hud such a paper among his other papers.
Pastor Harris replied that he did. but added.
"1 must have burned it right up after getting
home." Pustor Hurrls was going on to addresj
the jury, hut he was not nllowod to.

James M. Bell, tho lawyer for tho defence,
snld it was an outrngo to nccuee one of the pil-

lars of the church of so serious a crime a3 lar-
ceny, and added that hnwas glad to sen that
the prosecution had failed ignomlniously lu
making out a cnFO He asserted that the caso
was not Instigated bythocomplalnunt, Ulfford,
but by tho opposing lawyor, Mr. Knox, who
would take any case for tho hard, cold cash,

"That statement is false, and you know it,
nnd if you say so jou'ro a liar." said Mr. Knox.

Tho first Judgo thnt was able to stop laugh-
ing, so t hat ho could speak, called tho lawye rs to
ordor. Mr. Knox told the jury tint Mr. Bell,
like many joung lawyers, was guilty of pro-
fessional discourtesy nnil would be sorry when
ho thought It over. Mr. knoxls about'-M-, whllo
Mr, Belldid not look to bo. more thnn 23. Mr.
Knox then said thero wns no worso liar than a
Pious liar, and ho chuinctcrizedtho Rev. Moses
II. Harris as "an awful liar, who would do
an) thing from stealing a pin to committing
murdor." Ho wns astounded toheara minis-
ter of tho Gospel testily, under oath, that ho
hud seen nothing of a report which ho hud told
several people ho hail in his possession. ,

Judgo Store's chargo wns brief. He told tho
jury that tho question was simply whether tho
accused had taken tho paper from Mr. Ulfford
with folnulous intent. The jury was out nbout
tlneo minutes and returned with a verdict of
guilty of larceny In tho third degree. Judgo
